Cameras  flash.  Microphones  hum.  A  wild  burst  of  applause  crashes  through  the  air,  suddenly  stilled  by  the  sound  of  one 
commanding  voice.  Sound  like  a  political  rally?  Almost.  This  was  the  scene  of  election  speeches  at  Andover  High,  spring  1 977. 
These  elections  were  certainly  unusual.  About  twenty-five  students  ran  for  office,  and  dozens  of  others  were  involved  in  the 
enthusiastic,  effective,  and  creative  campaigns.

And  then  it  was 
speech  day.  Speeches  varied  from  serious  and  thought  provoking  to  original  and  entertaining.  One  speaker  recited  her  speech 
with  the  aid  of  hilarious  costumes,  another  used  bodyguards,  and  still  another  wrote  her  speech  as  a  poem.  Every  candidate, 
though,  spoke  with  purpose  and  sincerity.  Indeed  the  entire  campaign  period  was  pervaded  by  an  atmosphere  of  interest, 
excitement,  activity,  and  dedication  —  something  lacking  in  other  years.  Both  candidates  and  the  voters  themselves  expressed 
this  enthusiasm,  as  campaign  managers  became  a  healthy  species  again  and  students  considered  seriously  who  they  wished  to 
represent  their  class.

ABC  stands  for  A  Better  Chance.  It  is  a  national  program  to  help  academically 
talented  and  motivated  students  from  disadvantaged  communities  to  achieve 
their  educational  potentials.  ABC  finds  and  screens  economically  disadvan¬ 
taged  students  for  the  most  part  from  racial  or  ethnic  minority  groups  who  have 
demonstrated  outstanding  ability  in  their  local  high  schools.  Local  selection 
committees  make  the  final  decision.  The  Andover  ABC  dorm  is  now  located 
on  1 34  Main  Street.  Ten  students  now  reside  at  this  dorm,  six  young  men,  and 
four  young  women.  A  married  couple  serves  as  resident  directors.  Each  student 
also  has  a  host  family  with  whom  they  eat  dinner  every  Wednesday  and  spend 
one  weekend  a  month.  ABC  may  sound  like  a  totally  academic  program  but 

that  is  not  the  only  purpose  it  serves.  It 
gives  these  students  the  ability  to  un¬ 
derstand  different  people;  basically  it 
prepares  them  for  their  future  adult 
roles.
